Even when you get inside, the first glance, 
beyond revealing an interior of sunwiss- 
ing neatness and cleanliness, betrays 
nothing unusual. You and your friend 
call for a glnift of beer, and it is served 
brisk and iq»arkliug by ft quick-handed 
barmun. As you driuk It you are proba¬ 
bly struck with the exceeding despatch 
with which the constant stream of cus¬ 
tomers are served and depart. 

Presently your friend says: ‘‘Have 
another?” 

You don’t want one, but you don’t like 
to refuse him. “I don't mind,” you reply. 

“Two more bitters,” he says to the bar¬ 
man. 

The man stares at him. “You can’t 
have another,” he says, peremptorily. 

“What do you mean?" rejoins your 
friend, quickly, bridling at what looks 
like a reflection on his sobriety.

It is no uucommon thing for some of 
the cotton companies to consist of 400, 
500, and in some cases, 700 sharehold¬ 
ers; almost all residing in Oldham. 
Scarcely a family in the town but wluit 
owns shares in some cotton company or 
other. 

The company movement does not stop 
with the staple trade (cotton). The 
butchers were not long behind, and then 
was formed the Oldham Hide, Skin and 
Fat Company, Limited, which effectually 
demoralized private enterprise in that 
direction. Even the bill posting and ad¬ 
vertising business was invaded, the 
printers forming the Oldham Bill Post 
ing Company, Limited, through it post¬ 
ing their own bills and advertisements. 
The publicans were not left in the cold, 
and very soon two aerated water com¬ 
panies were in lull swing, each publican, 
so long as he dealt with the company, 
holding so many shares. These he must 
relinquish when he ceases to deal with 
them In fact, there is no business, not 
even poultry farming, which has escaped 
the company craze, and it is a bv-werd 
that at one time you could have floated a 
dog kennel in Oldham.

It must be moat annoying to the <*n- 
tluwitiwticM of the cycling community, 
nays The Lancet, to read the public com¬ 
ments that are just now tieiug made on 
their favorite exercise. The press all 
through the country is full of the question. 
“Is Cycling Healthy ?" and of the an¬ 
swers that spring from it. We assume 
that those who, for the moment, are so 
interested and eloquent on the subject, 
have not read the moderate observations 
we, from time to time, have mode upon 
it; if they bad,there would not be the same 
agitation or the same string of contradic¬ 
tion. This is not a caw in which it can 
Is' said that in a multitude of counsellors 
there is safety. It is a rase where a few 
individuals looking on the whole of the 
farts with professional and unbiassed 
mind can do the most good that 0911 be 
expected. It has been our business to 
endeavor to mrister the problem in 

this form, and in the honest attempt so 
to do we have sometimes offended the 
ardent cyclist, and sometimes also have 
run the risk ol offending his ardent op¬ 
ponent. The facts are that the offence 
comes out of duty and must be borne by 
ourselves and those sober-minded people 
who wish to see both sides of a mntter 
that lias to it two sides at least. There 
are three sets of opinions among those 
who have ridden, or do rids, the cycle na 
to the effect which ridiug has on them 
dividually. It is clear that there are 
some who cannot ride; from the first the 
exerejse does not suit them; from the first 
it wearies thorn 4 a mind as well as 
body. They try, often under disadvant¬ 
ageous circumstances, over-wearied with 
mental or bodily work, or suffering from 
some symptoms of disease, and not un- 
imturaily these discover that what they 
supposed might be for their benefit 
just the reverse; their nervous centres are 
shaken, the*if muscles are tired and strain¬ 
ed, their heart is wearied; if they have 
gout or rheumatism the latent malady 
l omes out; ill a short time they show the 
had effect of the exercise, and, not likiug 
to snv anything by halves, and not be¬ 
lieving they could have done anything for 
which they were specially unfitted, they 
are severe 14 their criticism and condemn 
a general system 04 the ground of their 
own idiosyncrasy. Du t|*p other hand 
there are men and women of all ages 
who. entering the cycling fraternity, 
find n pleasure and a relief 10 it which 
are qltitc phenomenal, and, though it may 
not last, are sufficient to make them fuel 
that they must hold by the new acquire¬ 
ment, patroujro those who excel in it, 
praise its many aud obvious advantages, 
and by imperceptible juesus frrcouio on 
their part warm and perhaps able, it pot* 
altogether sincere supjiortors of it. r*»t.- 
ly. there js a third set to whom cycling 
comes as a business.

Persons using obscene or profane 
language, talking loudly, or in any way 
misconducting themselves cannot Is* 
served at any time or under uuy circum¬ 
stances whatever. 

5 . Hinoking is strictly prohibited at all 
times and under all circumstances." 

Following the rules cornea a propria^ 

rial note: * « 

"The proprietors, reserving to them¬ 
selves the right to conduct their own bu¬ 
siness upon any system they may deem 
expedient, cannot permit these rules to 
lie broken upon any occasion with impun¬ 
ity. They therefore respectfully request 
all persons objecting to the regulations 
and not willing to net in strict confor¬ 
mity therewith to kindly transfer their 
patronage to some other establishment."

Dr. Juloti Hochard, in The Union ; 
Medicare, draws a gloomy picture oi ! 
the increase of the morphine habit in 
France aud elsewhere. The habit, he 
finds, becomes incurable at the end of 
six months of indulgence. The fair sex 
and the doctors are, in his opinion, the 
most deeply addicted to morphine. He 
draws un unpleasant comparison be¬ 
tween the behavior of each kind of 
delinquent. Women, he says, delight 
in declaring how they indulge in this 
vice, and show ornamental hypodennlc 
syringes to their friends. Dr. Notet 
states that a lady having brokon the 
needle of her syringe in a remote coun¬ 
try village wouudod her skin with 
scissors and thrust the stump of the 
needle into the wound, injecting horself 
in this mannor till a new syringe 
arrived from Paris. Men, l)r. Rochard 
declares, and especially medical men, 
the bulk of male morphine injectors, 
take the greatest pains to hide their 
vice. Hence the precise number cannot 
be estimated. lie believes, however, 
that doctors and persons associated with 
them, form nearlv half the total of men 
addicted to morphine.

flirNiig.* Tiling-* That Will Amuse the 
.Ivemtcf Wheelman. 

Frequenters of athletic sports are so 
accustomed to tho usual wheel of events, 
I.c., race* ut various distances, that a 
"Novelty Bicycle Itace," a* it was 
termed, would come upon them ns n sur¬ 
prise.

mals is well shown in his writings, and 
there is that sympathetic touch about 
his descriptions that only the earnest 
lover of his subject can command. The 
dog appears to haVe been a special fav¬ 
orite m' his. llis portraits of dogs are 
as fiue as his portraits of men, both in 
fidelity and variety. 

Take, lor example, "Boxer,” in ‘"The 
Cricket ou the Hearth.” He is painted 
to the life. You may see the original 
any day in the week upon our country 
roads. 4 tearing along in front of the 
market cart—or, maybe, the very car¬ 
rier’s cart itself—rushing in and out jif 
the cottages, chasing the jKMiltry ufcl 
pigs, dashing furiously after the cats, 
itud yet with not a spice of malice in it 
all. for—as his master nays and as every¬ 
body knows—it is only his fun. 

As a petulant to this, consider the dog 
of the murderer, Bill Sykes, as In* crouches 
under the table, winking his blear eyes, 
licking his ugly lijx* and meditating the 
next assault that is to take place upon 
some too intrusive human calf. You may 
gee this creature, too—and not in low 
neighborhoods only—fierce, sullen, ugly, 
but intensely faithful to the one being 
it owns ns master, and patient to bear 
nil ills from his bands. 

Then recall the picture of "Di," the odd, 
shaggy, faithful mongrel: friend of Flo¬ 
rence Dombcy In her loneliness; torment¬ 
ed by n eeaselegg suspicion of ruts, and 
once the property of the “Young muu of 
the name of Guppy.” 

In striking contrast to these comes 
Dora’s little dog. “ Gyp pampered, 
dainty mite, with all the weaknesses of 
pampered creatureg generally—jealousy, 
hatred aud all ill-will, but, unlike the hu¬ 
man specimen, unwaveringly faithful to 
its benefactor. His comic dislike to Da¬ 
vid ami to Miss Betsv Trot wood, at whom 
he wits accustomed to growl like “ r 
little double-bass," is amusing—and sug¬ 
gestive. Most |>ets and favorites are 
animated by similar mot’wee, They de¬ 
tect rival* in the affections of their pa¬ 
trons with unerring sagacity, and their 
solo aim in to scare them off their path. 
The account .of the gradual failing of the 
little dog and his end, preparing us for 
the death of Dorn, is very touching. 

We must not forget the Puuch und 
JimIvi dogs, of which he wax nn attentive 
student, nor the dogs of the traveling 
showmen in " The Old Curiosity Shop." 
The description of these bedraggled crea¬ 
tures in their frills and pettieoats, per¬ 
forming on the hurdy-gurdy under the 
kIi rn eye* of their maater and divided be¬ 
tween a sense of duty and dinner, is most 
diverting, but the climax is reached in 
the description of the behavior of the un¬ 
fortunate doggie who heard that he was 
to have no diuuer that day because he 
had lost a hilf|s*uny.

Important Insurance Case. 

A special to the Globo from Renfrew 
aavB . The conclusion of the first stage iD 
what promises to be a reoord insurance 
cose has been reached. William MoCaw of 
Montreal, agent of the Mutual Insurance 
Company of New York, charged W. J. 
Fair of Kingston, agent of the North 
Araerioan, before Magistrate Eady With 
allowing a rebate of 910 on an insurance of 
over 15,000, oontrary to the insurance cor¬ 
poration act of 1892. Both agents were 
trying to insure the members of tfee firm 
of Logan Bros.,who were withdrawing from 
another company in whioh they had an in¬ 
surance for the benefit of the firm. Fair 
got the risk but agreed to allow Thomas 
Logan, the busines manager, a rebate of 95 
on each of the first and seoond premiums 
payable. The defence contended that this 
was not an inducement to Insure but simp¬ 
ly a present after the insurance was effect¬ 
ed. Another point in dispute was whether 
the insurance was an individual one of 
13,000 for each partner or really an in¬ 
surance of |6,000 for the benefit of the firm. 
The evidence was heard last week, and yes 
terday the Magistrate decided thst the 510 
ww given as a rebate, that the insurance 
w»e really one insurance of 96,000; and 
tint consequently Pair bad committed a 
breach of the act. 'He imposed a tine of 
920 and costs, to bo paid forthwith, or one 
month’s Imprisonment. Fair will appeal.
